Lisbon, September 20.- N. S. On the 8th Inftant arriv’d here on Board the 
Packet Boat from England, the Count de Pinos, who brings Letters of Credence 
from the Emperor, as Envoy extraordinary to this Court, but has not yet taken 
upon him the Character. He is a Spanifh Nobleman, who followed the Emperor's 
Party in the late War, was created Conde by his ‘Imperial Majefty, when at 
Barcelona, and has now a Regiment of Horfe in his Service.

From the Flying Poft. 


The following is the Account publifbed at Petersburgh, of the Perfian Ambaffady’s 
Publick Engry into that City, and of the publick Audience which he had of the Cra, 


PON Advice that Ifhmal Beck, Ambaflador Plenipotentiary from the 

Sophi of Perfia, was come from the Siewtelbourg to the Cloyfter of Alex. 
ander Newski near Petersburg, the Czaron the rit Inftane fent Meffieurs Pro. 
taflieff and Devatcicik togo and Compliment him inhis Name. The fame Day 
he alfofent a fine Yacht for the Ambaflador, with three,other Veflels for his 
Retinue, and four Sloops to bring his Luggage 


Next Day the Ambaffador, with Meffieurs aforefaid, went aboard the Yache, 
being faluted by 11 Picces of Cannon, the commanding Officer and Soldiers at. 
tending in Arms, andthe Drums beating. The Ambaflador going down the R. 
Neva, failed through the whole Flotilla, which was ranged in order before Pe. 
tersburg. As he pafied by the Foundery he was again faluted by 21 Cannon; 
and wien he arrived before the Palace of Ambafladors, 13 Cannon, which his 
Yacht carried, were alfo fired. Afterwards he went on board a Sloop with Mef. 
fieurs above mentioned, an Interpreter, and three other Perfons of his Retiauc, 
while four of the Sophi’s Officers went on board another Sloop. 


When the Ambaffador came tothe Bridge, hard by the Palace of the) Ambafl- 
dors, he landed there, and made his Entry as follows. . 


I. Three of the Sophi’s Officers with Stavesin their Hands. 
Il. The A ba flador accompanied by Mefficurs above mentioned. 


II . One of the Ambaflador’s Domelticks, who carried his Sabre in a Wrap- 
peraf Woolleo Cloth. 


VI: The Ambaflador’s Retinue. 


There were thirty fix under Arms before the Palace of Ambaffadors, and the 
Drum beat. 4 


On the sth the Ambaflador, had his publick Audience, being conduGed in 
the following Order. 


M: Protaffieff went to takeup the Czar’s own Barge,followed by 15 others for 
his Retinue. The Ambafflador went on board together with his Interpreter, 
aad Secretary of his Embafly ; the latter carrying in both his Hands the Sophi’s 
Letter, which was putin a Cafe of Perfian Cloth of Silver. The Officersand 
the reft of the Retinue werg intheotherSloops; = 
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When the Ambaflador came into the Yard of the Senate Houle before the Hall 
ot Audience, he toud two Battalions drawnup under Arms.’ He'was received 
at the Foot of the Stair, Cafe of the Senate Houfe by M. Dafchkoff, Director - 
General. of the Pofts; at the Entrance of the Porch by Brigadier Leontief, and.’ 
atthe Door of the Hall ot Audience by M. Ulchukoff, a Major-General, and. 
Major of the Life Guards. yt thal’ 


Before the Ambaffador entred the Hall he gave his Hanger and Slippers, to 
his Domefticks, who alfo left their Sabres, Hanger and Slippers without the 
Hall. 


The Ambaffador having taken the Letter from his Mafter the Sophi, out of the 
Hands of the Secretary, entred the Hall, when he made his firft Obeifance and 
advancing rear the Throne, repeated his Honours three feveral Times, and made 
the following Harangue. 


Moft Gracious Lord, , 

S the Sun gives Light to the whole Earth, and as the Brightnefs and Influenees of 
A the stars produce and preferve the Life of all Creatures, fo all the Inhabitants of the 
World are made Partakers of your Majefty’s Grace and Favour. The Happinefs which 
God has granted your Majefty is [uch as will not fuffer any Perfon to attack you. Your Ma- 
jefty’s em Jurpaffes all others in Splendor, as much as the brighteft Star is fuperior to 
the reft by its Luflre. The Almighty has eftablifbed your Majefty’s Reght ‘and Crown, 
as he extended the Dominion of the King Pheridumi, heaped his Favours on King 
Dicemfched, and gave Glory to King Kiavanu. God be with you, the Valiant, invin- 
cible, and greateft of the Emperors of this, Age, by the Favour of God, comparable to the 
Philofopher’s Stone, and by good Succefs known to the whole World, my moft gracious Lord, 
a true Believer, is attained to teh Throne, and now holds the Reins of Government. His 
Majefty has fent me hither to renew.and cenfirm the perpetual Amity in his Name, ear 
neftly wifbing that the fincere Friend{bip which reigns at prefent may be preferved and 
encreafed on both Sides, 


When the Ambaflador had ended his Speech he prefented the Letter from his 
Mafter the Sophi to the Czar. His Majefty delivered it to Count Golofskin, the 
Chancellor, who laid it upon the Table, and bid the Ambaflador advance n-arer 
the Throne. He did {fo upon his Knees, and kifled the Hem of the Czar’s Gat- 
ment, who then gave him his. Hand to kifs, and enquired after the Health of 
the Sophi his Mafter. This done, the Chancellor told him, that the Czar’s 
Minifters would deliver himcthe Anfwer to his Letter; and that he fhould be 
entertained at the Czar’s Table. 


Hereupon the Ambaffador retired, going backward till he came to the Hall 
Door, where the Officers and Domefticks of his Retinue waited all the Time 
of Audience. He was reconduéted to the Barge with the fame Ceremonies, 
and was afterwards magnificently regaled at the Czat’s Table, being waited 
on by Counc Apraxin, his Great Cup Bearer. 


From the London Fournal. 


London, Sept. 28. The Court of France having publifbed an Arret promifiag 
a Pardon and aconfiderable Reward for the Difcovery of the Ruffians who fo 
barbaroufly murdered our Countrymen near Calais ; tis faid three of them are al- 
ready apprehended, and its not doubted but the Rack will foon bring them to 
confefs the reft of their Vile Accomplices, Mr. Seabright’s Servant who ‘re- 
ceived no lefs than feven Wounds, isfaid tobe inafair way of Recovery. 
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By ¢ Ship arrived from Antegoa, we ht an Account, that in one of the Pyrate 
Ships taken and carried into the IJand, they found their Contraé (by which they 
managed ) figned by every one of them, .with their own Blood, in which is 
ope remarkable Article, diffentifg from che Condud of other Pyrates, which is 
That they folemnly engage uot to meddle with, force; plander, or any ways abufe any 
Woman that fhould fall into their Power among the Ships they took. ’Tis thoughe this 
Article may be of Service to themin their prefent Circumftances, in regard all 
the Women there are on their Side. 
They write from Bruffels, that the Bifhop of Rochefler has been vifitedby 
‘the Conde d’ Aveliag, an Italian Prince, who prefented him with a Coach and 
a fair Pair of Horfes, and aweightv Purfe ot Gold.

They write from Petersburg, That fince the Arrivalof the Perfian Miniter, 
People beginto apprehend a Rupture with the Porte more than ever; torby the . 
Advices from Conftantinople, itisknown what Honours have been paid the Ams 
baflador of the Rebel Meriweys, who appears there in great Splendor,which makes 
it plain thatthe Porte intended to efpoufe that Lntercit : And- as the Czar has 
taken upon him to be the Prote&tor of injur’d Princes. It is likely he will ex- 
ert himfelf in favour of rhis nnhappy Prince, which muft unavodably involve 
the two Powers in a War, unlefs Mr. Bonac, who has hitherto play’d the Medi- 
,ator, fhould find fome Expedient and take eff the Vizer from fuch Meafures. 


They write from Yorkfhire; that a Tenant of Sir William Humphrey’s in that - 
Country hath made 4 Hogfheads and 11 Gillons ot Perry, of the Peers of one 
Tree orly, each’ Hogthead containing full 40 Gallons. 


‘Wye’s Letter verbatim; London, O€tober 1. 
Since our Laft arrived a Mail from Holland; 


Etters from Mofcow fay, that the Turks have put the Fortrefs of Afoph in 
the beft Condition for Strength of any in the Eaft: That there are at pre- 
fent 40000 regular Troops there. They add, that they have an Account 

by thc laft Advices from Derbent, - ‘That the Ufurper Meriweys has reduc’d all 
Perfia under his Obedience, after caufing fome of the principal Lords to be put 
to Death, on Pretence they were the Occafion of the late Troubles. 

The Czar feems to have a very hard ‘Task upon his Hands; for Meriweys, who 
iS promifed the Affiftanc, in cafe of Need, of the Emperorof China, and has al- 
fo as good as concluded an Alliance, Offenfive and Defenfive, with the Porte, is 
refolutely bent to diflodge him from thence: For which End, the: Perfians and 
Tartars are fortifying themfelves in feveral Pofts in the Neighbourhood of Der- 
bent, Anderoff, and fome other {mall Places, to cut off all Communication from 
the Mufcovites. ”Tis advifed likewife, That fame Turkith Bafthaws were drawn 
fo near with their Troops, that intwo Days Time they could join the Army of 
Meriweys. 

The Czar is not wanting on his Part, under the prefent Pofture of Affairs, in 
concerting the moft proper Methods for obftructing the Defigns of his Enemy; 
in order to which, he has provided his Frontiers againft any Accident that may 
happen; and it being apprehended that the 4cooo Lurks quarter’d in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Afoph, will make an Irruption on that Side, feveral Regiments are 
daily filing off from Mofcow towards the River Pruth, to be at hand to join the 
Governor of Pultowa, who hath an Army of 30000 Mufcovites and Coflacks, and 

keeps a watchful Eye on the Motions of the lurks and Tartars. And the Czar’s 
Generals in Derbent are ufing their utmoft Endeavours to provide the feveral 
Places under their Command, with Provifion's and Ammunition, and likewife for 
the Cavalry which are to winter there. r 
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They write from Berne of the 29th Inftant, That Advices from all Parts con- 
frmthe Account of the Great Duke of Tufcany’s Sicknefs, and that the Phyfi- 


cians had no Hopes of his Recovery. 

*Tis faid, that the forming of a‘Regency in Florence was talk’dof. *Tis wifh- 
ed, thar the Death of this Duke don’t prove’a Means 6f unhinging all that hath 
been done for preferving the Peace of Italy,

‘An Abftract of feveral Glaufesof.an A& of Parliament pied in the 8th Year of 
His Majefty’s Reign, intituled, 4m Ait to prevent the clandeftine Ruswning of Goods 
‘The faid Commifioners hereby give Notice to,all Perfons. concerned, That 
this Law will be vigoreufly executed ; and the Offenders punifh’d in the Man. 
ner directed by the faid’ Act. * oabad 


NACTED, That after the 25 March 1722, all Perfons found Paffing 
(knowingly and wittingly ) with any foreign Goods landed from any Ship 
without Entry and Payment of the Duties from any Coaft of this Kingdom, 

or within 20 Miles of the fame; and fhall be more than 5 Perfons in Company, 
or fhall. carry any offenfive Arms or Weapons, or wear any Wizard Mask or 
Difguife when paffing with fuch Goods, or thall forcibly hinder or refift any Of. 
ficer of the Cuftoms or Excife, in feizing or fecuring any Sorts of run Goods, 
fhall be adjudg’d Runners. of foreign Goods: and (being convicted of the faid 
Offences) fhall be adjudg’d gnilry of Fellony ; and for fuch Offences, be tranf- 

rted as a Fellon to his Majefty’s Plantations in America, there to remain for 7 

ears; and if fuch Offenders fhall return to Britain or Ireland before the Expita- 
tion of the faid 7 Years, they thall fuffer as Fellons without Benefit of the Clergy, 

Provided, That if any Runner of foreign. Goods fhall within 2 Months after 
his Offence, and before his Conviction difcover z or more of his Accomplices to 
the Commiffioners of the Cuftoffis or Excife in England or Scotland, fo as 2 of them 
at leaft be convicted of fuch Offence, the Offender fo difcovering fhall receive 
qo L. for every Offender fo difcovered and convicted, fo as the Value of the 
Goods recovered fhall. exceed 50 Z. and the Perfon difcovering thal be acquitted 
of his Offence. 4 

Further enacted, That after the 25th March 1722, if any Perfon fhall within 
3 Months after fuch Offence committed, difcover to the faid Commiffioners any 
Perfon guilty of fuch Offence ;: and being convicted thereof, fiich Difcoveret 
fhall receiye the like Reward of 40 L, for éyery Offender fo convicted, over and 
above any other Reward he may be entitled unto by, Means of his Difcovery ; of 
on Account of the Penalties which fhall be recovered for running the faid Conde 

' Enacted, That the Commiffioners.of the Cuftoms and Excife in England and 
Scotland, {hall caufe the feveral Rewards of 40 L. to be paid by the Receiver-Ge- 
neral or Cafhier of the Cuftoms and Excife, in Proportion to the Duties fo clan- 
deftinely run, upon producing to them a Certificate of the Judge or Jnftice of the 
Court, before whom fuch Offenders fhall be-tried, certifying his Conviction ; 
and the Money fo paid, fhall be. allowed to the Receiver-General or Cathier, 
in their Accounts. 

Further enacted, That ifany Perfon fhall receive or buy any Goods fo clan- 
deftinely run, betore the fame hall have been legally condenin’d, knowing the 
fame to be fo clandeftinely run, and fhall thereof be convicted upon his Appear- 
ance or Default, or upon the Oath of one or more credible Witnefles, or by the 
Confeffion of the Party, by one or more, ae of the Peace where fuch Offence 
fhall be committed, or the Offender be found (which Oath the Juftices of 
the Peace are required to adminifter ) the Perion fo convicted fhall forfeit 20 L. 
one Moiety to the Informer, and the other Moiety to the Poor of the Parith 
where fuch Offence fhall be committed, to be levied by Diftrefs and Sale of the 
Offender’s Goods, by Warrand under the Hands and Seals of fuch Juftices; and 
for Want of Diftrefs, every fiich Offender fhall by dutch Juftice, be committed to 
Prifon, there to remain without Baill or main Prize, for the Space of 3 Months. 
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
